Washington—For some reason the 


"drys" are a bit anxious about the 
permanent appointment of Roy Haines 
as commissioner of the newly created 
bureau of prohibition. Mr. Haynes was 
appointed acting commissioner when 
Secretary Mellon was away. Xow that 
the secretary of the treasury is back, 
the drys are wondering if he will con- 
firm the selection. 


Senator Willis, of Ohio, one of the 


spokesmen for the "dry" organiza 
tions, has discussed the Haynes' ap- 
pointment with President Coolidge and 
is insisting that there be no 
delay 


about it. Secretary Mellon lias rather 
indicated that he would like to think 
the matter over. 


Mr. Haynes' superior officer 
of 


course, would be General Andrews, 
assistant secretary of the treasury. 
And there is every reason to believe 
that General Andrews' attitude toward 
prohibition enforcement fits in -with 
that o£ Secretary Mellon. But there 
have been rumors that Mr. Andrews 
would resign. In fact, his retirement 
was expected on March 4. If he resigns 
Mr. Mellon will face the barrage of 
the Anti-Saloon League, which will in- 
sist on a nian more or less of the Hay- 
nes type. The" latter is much more 
inclined toward the "Anti-Saloon league 
idea of enforcement than is General 
Andrews. Major Haynes believes in 
appealing to the moral instincts of 
the people in enforcing prohibition, 
whereas some of the treasury officials 
feel that progress will be made when 
enforcement is carried out on the prac- 
tical basis of using the time and ener- 
gies of the bureau in going at the 
largest sources of supply. 


COOLIDGE IS ARBITER 


Mr. Coolidge is the arbiter of the 


dispute. 
It is his political future 


which is wrapped up in the question. 
For if Al Smith is the Democratic 
candidate apd if Mr. Coolidge is the 
Ilepublic an nominee, the dry strength 
will have to bo kept in line actively 
for the Republican side of the fight, es- 
pecially in the states west of the Alle- 
ghenies.

To this, the "drys" answer 
that 'tho biggest barrier to enforce-

$40,000 BEQUEST TO 
HOSPITAL OBTAINED 
BY UNDUE INFLUENCE 


Supreme Court Justice De- 


nounces Method Used by 
Methodist Minister 


Madison—OP)—Upholding a conten- 


tion of the Douglas-co court, the state 
supreme court held that the $40,000 be- 
quest of the late Francis C. Walker, 
Barron-co, to the Wisconsin Methodist 
hospital was obtained through "un- 
due influence" and ordered the will dis- 
allowed. 


It was alleged that the Rev. J. W. 


Irish, Madison, executive secretary of 
the hospital "made .numerous visits'to 
the sick bed of Walker and intruded 
himself into the confidence of testa- 
tor." 
' 


In an opinion handed down with the 


decision, Judge Owen deplores 
the 


methods used by the Rev. M. Irish in 
effecting a bequest to tlic hospital. 


'"The Rev. Mr. Irish frankly 
ad- 


mitted," the opinion read, "that in- 
trusive and unwelcome visits were 
prompted by a dual purpose and were 
made in a dual capacity. We well 
may believe that the dominant pur- 
pose was to procure a bequest for the 
hospital association, and that his de- 
sire to promote the spiritual welfare of 
the testator was mere pretense and 
sham under cover of which he was 
enabled to intrude himself into the 
confidence of the testator. 


"The results obtained proclaim the 


abominable sordidness of 
his pur- 


poses." Continuing his attack, the su- 
preme court justice declared that the 
minister probably "salved his con- 
science with the reflection that the end 
justified the means." 


Action to nullify the last will of 


Walker was brought by brothers and 
sisters who declared that because of 
the tester's feebleness at the time the 
will was drawn he could not "resist 
the requests of the Rev. Irish."

Lament of J. P. Mor- 
gan and Co., foresaw a demoralizing 
effect upon countries -where, he said, 
some American banking firms are 
competing on almost a violent scale 
for the purpose of obtaining loans in 
various foreign money markets over- 
seas. 


Speaking before the Pan-American 


Commercial 
conference. 
Secretary 


Hoover declared 
money should be 


loaned only where some productive 
result would be gained by the re- 
cipient nation. 


No nation, he said, should itself, or 


should permit its citizens to borrow 
money from foreign countries unless 
this money is to be devoted to pro- 
ductive enterprise. 


MUST BE ABLE TO PAY 


Out of the wealth and the higher 


standards of living created from en- 
terprise itself must come the ability 
to repay the capital, together with 
the net gain, by the borrowing coun- 
try. 


If nations would refuse to allow the 


lending of .money for the balancing 
of budgets for military or war pur- 
poses, or even that type of .public 
works which "does not bring some di- 
rect or indirect productive return, a. 
great number of blessings would fol- 
low to the entire world.

Judge Parks Says Treasurer 


May Retain Money to 


Protect Himself 


Circuit Judge Byron B. Park, Stev 


ens Point, Tuesday ruled that 
the 


temporary injunction recently grant- 
ed the city by Judge Edgar V. Wer- 
ner restraining the city 
treasurer 


from paying the $100,483 in alleged 
illegal taxes to the county, and res- 
training the county from seeking to 
force the payment, should continue 
pending trial of , the suit. 


In his decision he pointed to the 


caso of Rinder vs. Madison, in which 
the Supreme court recognized a right 
in the city to withhold tax money 
from the county pending the determi- 
nation of the validity of the tax. 


Unless the county takes an appeal 


to the Supreme court, Judge Park ad- 
vised that the case be tried in May or 
June. Whether the injunction will be 
dissolved or made permanent will be 
decided at that time. 


In the Rinder vs. Madison case, the 


city of Madison 
held that $47,110.38 


in taxes collected by it was illegal, 
and ordered its treasurer not to pay 
the money to the county. The coun- 
ty treasurer brought action to com- 
pel .the "payment, and -the trial court 
held that $41,237.07 0% the $47,110.38 
was a valid tax and $5.S13.51 was not 
valid. The city was allowed to keep 
this latter amount and ordered to pay 
that found valid to the county. 


COURT REVERSES RULE 


A penalty of 5 per cent for not hav- 


ing paid the money to the county 
treasurer within the time specified by 
the statutes was imposed on the city 
treasurer l>y the trial court, but this

As 
Gray testified, Mrs. Ruth Snyder, his1 
former sweetheart, and his co-defend- 
ant, for the murder of her husband 
sat in her chair, almost in a state of 
collapse.

$10,000,000 to Flood 


Sufferers 


President Coolidge Tuesday morning 


called on the American people to raise 
an additional $5,000,000 for relief in 
the flood districts in the southern part 
of the (country, and as a result the 
quota of the Outagamie County chap- 
ter of the Red Cross has been increas 
ed from $1,000 to §2,000. 


The president increased the National 


Red Cross goal to $10,000.000 from the 
original $3,000,000, after hearing a re- 
port from Secretary of Commerce 
ver. The secretary, who returned to 
AVashington Monday after making a 
survey of the situation, reported that 
6.000,000 acres already had been flood' 
cd and 300,000 people made homeless. 


A check for ?1,000, the original quo' 


ta of the county, was sent to general 
headquarters Tuesday morning by P. 
M. Conkey, treasurer of the Outaga- 
mie chapter. The entire amount had 
not been raised m the county, Mr. 
Conkey said, and it was necessary to 
break into the chapter's reserve fund 
to fill out the quota. The urgent need 


its reserve funds. 


The flood continues unabated 
and 


the need for aid is growing more and 
more urgent, Mr. Conkey pointed out. 
The drive for funds in the county will

of refugees here. 


The Vicksburg left here Friday 


morning, moving up the Yazoo and 
Sunflower rivers in response to report* 
that hundreds of residents of the low- • 
lands were marooned and in danger of 
drowning. 


Captain Clifford, who bore a deep 


flesh wound in one hand, inflicted by 
an insane Negress, whom he forcibly 
rescued, said Tuesday that conditions 
in the area were bad. At Choctaw 
Landing, the Vicksburg . loaded 58$ 
persons who had fled from their homes. 
At Onward 200 stood in the water 
waiting for rescue. Nearly all of those 
were women and children. At Holland's. 
Landing bridge, where Captain Clifford 
had rescued 200 Xcgroes on his previ- 
ous trip, farm animals were standing 
in three feet of water on the bridge, 
ho reported. 


"They are sending out all women 


and children from Rolling Fork." Cap-; 
tain Clifford said. "And all of therai 
are coming out when, their private 
levee breaks—and that won't be Ion?. 
The town is covered with water al- 
ready and the water was still rising. 


"In the Rolling Fork territory every- 


thing is under water. There- are n« 
knolls in sight. You can see houses 
floating about and hoes and cows 
swimtnin? everywhere. We did not se» 
any people swimming."

ILL TESTS POINT

Costs Low and Competition

M»dl»on—OP)—A favorable outlook 


for dairymen, comparable to the pres- 
ent situation in the Industry, is seen 
by Gilbert Gusler, Chicago economist. 


Conditions of the Industry during 


recent months and his predictions for 
the next 12 month period arc given 
by Mr. Gusler in an article appearing 
in the current issue of the Wisconsin 
Agriculturist. 


"All 
the tests." he said, "by which 


the present dairy situation may be 
sounded out yield a favorable read- 
ing. Prices of milk and buttcrfat in 
recent months have been relatively 
high. Feed costs have been low. Dairy 
production has been on a moderate 
scale, while industrial conditions have 
favored large consumption. Owing to 
tariff protection, low prices abroad 
have had not seriously depressing ef- 
fects. Carry-overs of dairy products in 
storage are moderate and will give no 
important competition for the new 
season of production. 
"Butter and butterfat prices have 


been higher than at the corresponding 
period in 192G. Milk cows, old cows 
sold for beef, and veal calves also have 
surpassed 1926 price levels. 
While 


fluid milk has been a shade lower 
than a year back, it has been, above 
any other year since 1920. Fluid milk 
prices are gently influenced by local 
conditions, but the average for the en- 
tire country makes this showing. 


COMPARATIVE PRICES 


"The present dairy situation looks 


all the more favorable when it is re- 
membered that the average pfice of 
farm products was nearly 8 per cent 
lower in 1926 than in 1925. The index 
number of average prices of all farm 
products in March. 1927, the latest 
month for which the record is avail- 
able, was only 125 compared with 140 
a year previous. In other words, prcs- 
•ent farm prices arc only 26 per cent 
higher than the pre-war period taken 
as a base, while a year ago, they were 
40 per cent over pre-war. 


"Feed .prices have continued on a 


relatively low basis since the spring 
of 1925. Within that period, 
the 


changes have been unimportant. Lat- 
est farm prices for corn were about 
2 per cent lower than a year ago. 
while oats were 12 per cent 'higher 
and hay 5 per cent higher. They have 
averaged only 5 to 10 per cent above 
their pre-war level, while prices of 
milk and butterfat have been 60 to 65 
per cent over pre-war. 


EFFECT OF IMPORTS 


"Since Jan. 1, 1927. relative prices 


have been such as to favor imports, 
and some substantial shipments of 
foreign butter have been received 
which 
have 
counter-balanced 
the 


scanty storage stocks. The importa- 
.iion of cream and whole milk has been 
partially embargoed and this phase 
of foreign trade has been brought un- 
der better regulation than befo.re. 
" "These comments have had to do 
with the past. What does.the future 
hold? 
"Experience has shown that low 


prices for dairy products usually fol- 
low, on the average, about two years 
after high prices. There is considerable 
variation in the length of these peri- 
ods however. Nevertheless, we can 
safely conclude that the next 12 to 15 
months will be about as favorable for 
the dairyman as the past year."

JEST HERDS ONGE MORE 


FOR ACCREDITED LIST 


Farmers in Outagamic-co desiring 


to have their herds placed on the ac- 
credited list can do so by having their 
cattle tested once more, according to 
Kobert A.-Amundson. county agent. 
The work must be done by an accred- 
ited veterinarian, and must be paid 
for by the farmers themselves. 


In counties that have been area 


tested, farmers may enter their herds 
in the accredited list by conducting

in a letter to Mr. Amundson from

imal industry. United States Depart- 
ment of agriculture.

One expert in feeds for dairy cattle 


says that soybeans are very valuable 
as a feed. In comparing the cost 01 
raising soybeans with the cost 
of 


raising oats, he says that at present 
it costs $34 to produce an acre of soy 
beans and ?39 to produce an acre of 
oats. There is a more striking differ 
cncc in the value of the crops. Oats 
ho says, arc worth ?23 an acre, while 
soybeans are worth $55 an acre. Soy 
beans yield from one to three tons of 
hay to the acre, and under favorable 
conditions ihould average two tons. 


In feeding value, soybeans 
com 


pare favorably with alfalfa hay. As 
the soybean is a legume, it is a soi 
builder. 


ACREAGE GROWS 


Another authority, says that the 


soybean acreage 
in Wisconsin 
has 


been increasing the past four years by 
leaps and bounds. The use of 1.5 bu 
shcls of seed per acre with Black Bye 
brow variety gave over 3.5 tons of air 
dried hay to the acre. As a. resull 
of another experiment with the Man 
chu variety of soyebans, a yield of 4.2 
tons of hay per acre was obtainec 
from seeding at the rate of two bu 
shels per acre with a grain drill.

Butter, Cheese, Hogs Show 


Decline; Cattle and Sheep 
Markets Better 


Madison —M>)—Unsettled conditions 


and slight declines characterized state 
markets during the week, 
according 


to a. weekly review of the state de- 
partment of markets. 


Butter, cheese and hogs showed de- 


clines while the situation on the cat- 
tle and sheep markets was better. 


The report follows: 
"After a day of fair trading and 


fractional advances sharp declines took 
place and markets became 
nervous 


and unsettled. Offerings were liberal 
and buyers operated cautiously, show, 
ing at times practically no interest. 
The nervousness was due to the feel- 
ing that prices are too high for the 
season of the year; this resulted in 
pressure to sell and consequent sharp 
declines. ' At the close of the week 
dealers were not effecting good clear- 
ances and supplies were showing con. 
siderable accumulation . It is reported 
that there is a tendency towards an 
increase in production while further 
importation of foreign butter is not 
anticipated in any volume . Prices 
are 6 cents higher than last year at 
this time. 


"The situation on the cheese mark- 


ets was unsettled with supplies liberal 
and buyers showing no disposition to 
anticipate needs. It is reported that 
considerable difficulty is encountered 
by factories in making deliveries to 
warehouses due to the poor condition 
of the country highways. 
Cheese 


prices are about 3 cents higher than 
last year at this time. 


HOG PRICES DECLINE 


"Hog prices were declining through- 


out the week recovering part of the 
losses during the last day as a result 
of curtailed country loadings. 
On 


Wednesday prices were at the lowest 
point in more than two years. Net 
losses for the week as compared with 
the previous week ranged from 25 
cents to 35 cents, on 
classes and weights.

It is reported 


that at the close of the week there

general feeling in the trade. It is felt 
that, provided receipts remain modcr 
ate. the bottom has been reached for 
some time.

When planting in rows 30 
to 36 Inches apart, 30 to 40 pounds per 
aero should be used for heavier soils, 
and 20 to 25 pounds for lighter and 
less fertile soils. 
Soybeans do best 


when planted shallow in well prepared 
soil. Some farmers in the state arc <lc 
pending on soybeans, almost entirely 
for their silage, hay and concentrated 
feeds. 


SUDAN GRASS TEST 


For some years, G. B. Mortimer. 


Wisconsin college ofjUigriculture. has 
been studying Sudan .grass to find out 
its adaptability as 
a supplementary 


hay crop in Wisconsin. His experi- 
ments have shown that a good crop of 
forage can be produced if it is sown 
in May or June. Under normal con- 
ditions Sudan grass is ready for pas- 
ture six weeks after seeding and s>up. 
plies pasture from 68 to 75 days at the 
rate of one cow to the acre. It has 
been found that when the regular pas 
tures fail, the Wisconsin farmer can 
sow Sudan grass about the last week 
in May and expect a pasture crop by 
the middle of July which will carry 
his cattle through the August drought. 
As hay, Sudan grass yields about four 
tons to the acre. "It has been dem- 
onstrated over a period of five years," 
says Wisconsin Bulletin 352. " that 
the best results may be obtained by 
broadcasting or drilling Sudan grass 
at the rate 20 to 25 pounds of seed to 
the acre- This rate seems to be the 
most effective for seed production or 
for hay. The crop has the additional 
advantages of making an excellent 
yield of hay when sown as late as the 
first week in July- As a smother crop 
to be combined with a partial follow- 
ing for the eradication of quack grass, 
Sudan grass is unexcelled." Sudan 
grass is one of the best supplementary- 
crops for pasture or hay. 


As sweet clover 
is becoming the 


standard and reliable pasture in this 
vicinity "for dairy cattle, it can hardly 
be mentioned 
as a supplementary 


crop. It probably will supply as much 
feed on an acre of ground as any oth- 
er crop that can be planted. Wis- 
consin Circular 178 says of this crop: 
"Sweet clover is valuable on Wiscon- 
sin farms because of its 
ability to 


furnish excellent 
legume pasturage 


without much danger of bloat. Dur- 
ing July and August when the per- 
mament but shallow rooted blue grass 
pastures are mostly at rest and un- 
productive, sweet 
clover is o'f the 


greatest service. It will carry about 
one head of cattle an acre for from 
four to six months, beginning about 
the first or middle of May when the 
sweet clover will be from four to six 
inches high to the first of September."

CO-OPJAIE OF OIL 


Makes Survey for Organiz- 


ations Planning to Follow 
Minnesota System 


Madison — W)— The "Wisconsin state 


department of markets is making a 
survey of cooperative oil sales for the 
information of those in this state who 
plan to follow Minnesota cooperative 
organizations and those in other states 
in entering this Held. 
' The department warns, however, 
"that the opportunity may not con- 
tinue as favorable as at present. Mar- 
gins in 1925 were only 70 per cent of 
the recent averages and closer prices 
may return even before the end of the 
present year." 


The "margin" situation in gasoline 


was reviewed by the department. 


"Although the retail price of gaso- 


line is now 3 cents below summer 
prices of 1926. the margin between 
retail prices and wholesale costs has 
been on an almost continual up-trend 
for the past 13 months. The spread 
between the service station price and 
the cost in tank cars at Milwaukee

averaged 
cents for the month of 


April whereas 6 cents not long ago 
used to be considered sufficient mar- 
gin for a local oil company to work on. 
The April average is the highest re- 
tail margin of any month in ten years, 
except one. 


"Low test gasoline is 1 cent cheap- 


er than a year ago and* is of higher 
gravity. Probably 
it 
will be sold 


through the coming summer 3 cents or 
4 cents cheaper than last summer. The 
reason for this is a demoralized refin- 
ery market due to a tremendous over 
supply of crude oil. Crude oil prices 
have fallen $1.00 a barrel, or 44 per 
cent in six months, and the Oklahoma 
refinery price of gasoline is S'/i cents 
a gallon, or 46 per cent, below the 
192C 


peak in June. But the large integrated 
companies in this territory seem to be 
trying to make up through their mar- 
keting companies what they are losing 
in the producing and refining end. Re- 
tail prices have not been reduced to 
correspond to the wholesale reduc- 
tions. 
LARGE BUYERS GET DISCOUNT 
"Large buyers in the retail mark- 


ets are given substantial discounts 
from the regular 
prices, but these 


benefit a very small proportion of the 
consuming public. The individual car 
owner does not benefit at all from 
these rebates, except where independ- 
ent station or pump operators pass 
along the rebates in lower pump pric- 
es to all customers. On the contrary. 
these rebates appear to be intended to 
stave off a general competitive reduc- 
tion of the retail price, through mak- 
ing concessions to the limited number 
of large users whose bargaining power 
amounts to something in the retail oil 
market. A spread of 4 cents between 
tank wagon and tank car prices, de- 
livered, was considered a fair working 
margin only two years ago: but now 
the largest tank wagon customers get 
a 3 cent rebate from the tank wagon 
price. Two cents used to be the spread 
for operating pumps and filling sta- 
tions, but sen-ice station

Tourists or travelers should consider 'these fig- 


ures and govern themselves accordingly in the mat- 
ter of being immunized against typhoid fever. 


Our rates in America are rather higher than are 


the typhoid fever rates in European cities. In Eng- 
land the rates for 1926 were about half of ours, that 
s for urban communities. Tn Germany the. rates 
were lower than ours. Still, our rates were lower 
this last year, than they have ever been before. We 
are gradually learning practical sanitation. 


American municipalities are rather savage in th« 


matter of sanitary conscience. Many of these cities 
with disgracefully high typhoid death rates do not 
dispose of sewasre in a sanitary way. but inskt on 
dumping the raw se-.vasc into natural water courts, 
so that people in other communiitos must drink the 
diluted sewaze. The joke is not always on tiro peo- 
ple down stream—for sometimes the people from the 
offending city visit people farther down stream and 
bring back home a sample of typhoiJ. 


In justice and fairness the people down stream 


ought to have a claim for damages asainst the peo- 
ple who pollute their water supply, but as our laws 
are now administered, let them try and jret such 
justice. 


Of course the typhoid carrier, especially when he 


or she is engaged as a food handler, is an imnortant 
factor in the typhoid fever situation. Still, '.ve are 
extremely careless and indifferent about •washing- 
our hands before handling food or eatinsr.

The Tuberculous Mother 


If a mother has tuberculosis when her baby Is 


born will the baby have it when it is born? If not, 
will it be safe in the home with its mother., if it 
is fed on a bottle as other members of the family? 
(Mrs. B..F. J. ) 


Answer—The baby -will be born. well, but unless 


immediately 
removed from intimate contact -with 


the patient the baby is pretty certain to contract 
the- disease. 
Regardless of relationship, an infant 


living in the same house with a tuberculosis pa- 
tient is pretty certain to be infected. Calmette has 
developed, a kind of tuberculin, called BCG (non- 
tubereulogenic 
modified 
bacillus) 
which may be 


safely administered by mouth to a newborn child, 
and with this he has already succeeded in reducing 
the death rate among infants born of tuberculous 
mothers in France from more than twenty-five in 
each 100 to less than two in each 100. Probably the 
most feazible way to handle this situation is the 
removal of the baby immediately to a preventor- 
ium and if possible... to provide a foster mother lor 
the baby.

In His War Togs Again 


ASKIN WRITES TODAY 


ON- 


WHITE HOUSE REPAIRS 


Washington, D. C- — When 
the 


engineers and contractors in charge 
of the work of putting a new roof on 
the White House began taking the 
century-old work to pieces they dis- 
covered that there had been no false 
alarm of danger as the result of the 
preliminary surveys which resulted in 
tj>e decision {o remodel. 


The deterioration of portions of the 


structure was found to be such that 
collapse .might at any time have oc- 
curred. One can scarcely 
imagine 


what a disaster 
would have taken 


place had the roof come crashing in, 
carrying lower floors down with it, 
upon such an assemblage as, for in- 
stance, the 
Diplomatic 
Reception, 


And the vibration of floors and walls 
due to the presence of a throng would 
have been the thing most likely to 
bring about such a catastrophe. 


The roof 
construction 
was 
old-' 


fashioned but ingenious. Great pine 
trusses were built to span the build- 
ing. Beams laid from one four-foot- 
thick stone wall to the opposite one. 
but trusses, very similar to 
bridge 


structure, were erected to 
prevent 


possible sagging and breaking of the 
beams. 


There was a strong lateral thrust 


from the pitch of the roof 
toward 


each end of the beams, which held 
them in place. The truss slanted down 
and joined the level beam. To hold 
the truss in. place, a hole was bored 
through the beam and a wooden peg, 
four 
inches 
square, was 
driven 


through, its upper end projecting far 
enough to form a top to take the 
thrust of the truss. 


Although these pege were 
placed 


fourteen inches back from the outer 
ends of the beams which rested on 
the wall, the continued pressure caus- 
ed them to 
be forced 
right 
out 


through the end of thi> beams. This 
meant that the function of the truss 
was nullified. Every point of tension, 
designed to' keep the cross 
beams 


stiff, was relaxed. Tho truss, seem- 
ingly, might as well not have been 
there. 


"What then, happened was that the 


cross beams sagged.down and rested 
their great weight and the weight of 
the trusses and the roof covering on 
the relatively inside partitions 
be- 


tween the rooms. This meant tha.'. the 
•weight was communicated 
to 
the 


beams which supported 
the second 


floor of the White House and so on 
down to the ground. 


Everyone 
ivho 
knows 
anything 


about a house knows that interior 


partitions arc not calculated to carry 
the weight of roots,,except in cases 
of very broad expanses.vlrt domestic 
architecture a partition carries prac- 
tically no weight. Some modern apart- 
ment dwellers doubtless could bhove 
a fist through some of their parti- 
tions. But these interior partitions in 
the White House were being called 
upon to prevent the main, root' beams 
from sagging to the breaking point. 
Happily, even interior partitions were 
built more substantially in those days. 


At "least this century-old wooden 


construction proved stout enough to 
support the White House 
roof 
for 


much longer han European 
PPjiti- 


cians and historians expected" the 
American republic to endure at the 
time it was set up. 


The Coolidge 
family 
is not 


occupying ,iho White House during 
the repair of the roof, but .the Presi- 
dent continues his work in the execu-i 
tive offices in the west wing. 


The new roof beams and trusses, 


now being put in place, are of the 
finest structural steel. As the original 
walls are of sufficient strength 
to 


bear a far greater weight than even 
the new steel roof will represent it 
.may be said that the work is good 
for centuries. All the pressure is be- 
ing relieved and nothing short of an 
earthquake violent enough to demol- 
ish the four-foot walls would bring 
down the new roof." 


The outer appearance of the White 


House is not to be altered by the re- 
modeling. The roof will be less than a 
foot higher than before but, because

The new one will rise more 
sharply from tho eaves, thus giving 
more headroom between the dormer 
•windows.

taken out and the new put in. This is 
closed at night when work caeses. 


This false roof has

tourists and even some residents of 
Washington the impression that an 
entire new story was being added to 
the White House. Such is not the 
case. The false roof will disappear 
like a circus tent when the new roof 
is on. The actual roof covering is to 
be of slate-with cooper guttering. 


For this remodeling Congress ap- 


propriated the sum of $275,000. The 
work will be completed before the end 
of the' summer.

At flrtt thought, it may seem as If 


counting tho evil weevils might be as 
hopcloss a Job as counting raindrops 
In a heavy storm or tree-leaves in 
spring. But tho Department of Agri- 
culture has the matter of determining 
tho weevil population pretty well sy- 
stematized. 
-•' • 


Tho most important thing Is not to 


determine the- exact population in hun- 
dreds of thousands or millions, 
but 


lather the percentage of weevils which 
live through the \vinter and 
emerge 


from their hibernation In the spring 
to do business on the next cotton crop. 


COUNT ALL WEEVILS 


Estimate is first made by collecting 


quantities of Spanish 'moss and other 
material in which the weevils hiber- 
nate. The weevil-counters go careful- 
ly through the huge pile and count all 
the dead and live weevils. The less 
live weevils and the more dead ones 
the better. The field station of tho 
Bureau of Entomology 
at Tallulah, 


JUi.. has charge-of this \vork. 


Tho bureau also , co-operates with 


southern "states In making special 
cage tests of weevil emergence. In 
the fall a certain number of weevils 
is courtesly led to one side and put 
into each of a number of cages. The 
weevils are then given what 
they 


doubtless consider perfect palaces -in 
the shape of sheltered material such 
as cotton stalks, grass, refuse, 
chips 


and tho like. After that the weevils 
are left to themselves until spring. 
Then they are carefully watched for 
emerging weevils and from time to 
time estimates are made of the total 
that have emerged. Aftcr-the experi 
inent is all over, it is rather to be 
feared, the test weevils arc all sum 
marily executed. 


Let no ono think' that 
plowing 


ugh a. few tons of Spanish moss 
'live weevils is a pleasant task. 


''The job of a weevil-counter working 
on a ton of moss from southern Louis- 
iana is not so thankless as it might be. 
for tbis year he found an average of 
70 live weevils in a ton of stuff. Last 
year was a banner year for tho weevil 
counter, for the records show 243 w 
vils per ton of Southern 
Louisiana 


moss. 


But what about the weevil-counter 


•who 'must go through a ton of north- 
ern Louisiana moss and find but four 
weevils? (The state average of Lou- 
isiana is 15.7 weevils per ton.) 


Last year the counter's task was al- 


together thankless for northern Louis 
iana moss, for there Were no live wee- 
vils at all. and dead wcavils simply 
don't count. 
This year. South Caro- 


lina moss also failed to produsg any 
live \vee\ils. 


EXPECT SERIOUS DAMAGE 


This year's records cited only cover 


the initial weevil infestation and the 
entolomogy bureau reports that if wca- 
ther^fconditions are favorable -serious 
weevil damage may be expected. A 
normal infestation is predicted in large 
sections of the cotton belt and in'some 
cases, more than normal. 


The Mississippi valley territory may 


expect a somewhat heavier initial in- 
festation than in 1926, with infestation 
decidedly •decreasing to the east. Ow- 
ing to favorable weather late in'the 
192C cotton-fseason, Texas may expect 
A heavier - initial infestation than in 
several 5-cars. Even in the eastern sec- 
tion of the cotton belt, the experts tear 
serious damage will be inflicted if that 
section experiences good weevil wea- 
ther.

New System of University of 


Wisconsin 
Teaches Self 


Government 


U Madison — UP)—Llewellyn It. Cole. 
"Milwaukee, president of the Univer- 


sity of Wisconsin Men's Dormitory as- 
sociation, believes that student life in 
the new men's dormitories at the state 
school approaches most closely the 
Weal residence conditions for men stu- 
dents. 


The Dormitory association Is a self- 


governing organization of the 600 who 
constitute the fln,t group of residents 
In Trlpp and Adams halls, opened last 
fall. 


Because of the training In self-gov- 


ernment given by the organization, the 
guidance in scholarship Riven resi- 
dents, and the recreational and social 
life centering at the halls. Cole believes 
the dormitories in their first jear have 
opened the new era of men student 
life prophesied by the late President C. 
R. Van Hlse, President Glenn Frank 
and other university leaders. 


"Tripp and Adams Halls, the two 


dormitory quadrangles, arc 
divided 


into eight units of 32 residents each. 
Cole explains the system. "Each unit 
is tinder the supervision of an upper- 
classman or graduate termed a 'fellow.' 
The units hold house meeting about 
once a week, presided over by an elect- 
ed student chairman. 


"The chairman and fellow of each 


unit are its representatives on tbe*gen- 
eral governing board, called the Sen- 
ate. The fellows have no vote In the 
Senate. Thus, students themselves take 
care of their own affairs such as finan- 
cial problems and matters of dis- 
cipline. Tho president of the associa- 
tion is elected from the whole ^group." 


Assistance in study is given dormi- 


tory residents which would be Impos- 
sible under outside residence condi- 
tions, according to Cole. Tho fellows 
have personal consultations with stu- 
dents reported by the faculty to be 
making slow progress in their classes.

Recreation is provided for by the 


new Intramural athletic field beside 
the dormitories, and Lake Mendota at 
the front doors.
